Man Electrocuted Here Tuesday 


Electrocution caused the 
death of one man and ser- 
ious burns to another late 
Tuesday afternoon just out- 


side of Iba, The menwere 
working with a contracting 
firm bringing in extra el- 
ectricity to Elba when one 
man, Richard E, Daniels, 


age 25, accidently touched 
the high voltage lines, He 
was killed almost instantly, 
Foreman on the job, Newet 
L, Brown, was up the pole 
with Daniels and received 
severe burns on both hands 
and arms attempting to 
rescue Daniels, 

Daniels was from Long- 
wood, North Carolina and 
Brown is from Hartsville, 
South Carolina, 

Brown, badly burned, 
could not climb down from 


the high tension lines alone 
and a fellow worker, also 
from Hartsville, took 


equipment he hadnever op= 
erated and went up to get 
Brown, This man, L, D, 
Hall, Jr., was in danger of 
losing his life also but took 
the chance, He told this 
newspaper in an exclusive 
interview that ‘‘I knew he 
couldn’t hold on long with 
those severe burns, If he 
lost his hold on the pole 
he would fall right into the 
high yoltage again and it 
would have killed him this 
time.’’ Hall continued, “It 
was nothing, he would have 
done the same for me, I 
only regret that there was 
nothing I could do for Dan- 
jels, he was already dead 
when I got up there,”’ 

The accident happened 
near the Elba City Limits 
out Smith Avenue, Brown 
was taken to Elba General 
Hospital by .a unit of the 
ever-present Elba Rescue 
Squad after being given a 
shot for paid at the scene 
by Dr, Crook, Wednesday 
morning he was still in

Coppinger pointed out 
that one-half the premium 
paid for medical insurance, 
up to a maximum of $150, 
may be deducted in full 
as a medical expense with- 
out regard to the 3 per- 
cent limitation, 

The remainder of the 
premium cost for medical 
insurance should be added 
to other medical costs and 
that total reduced by 3 
percent of income, Life 
insurance and accident and 
health insurance covering 
the loss of earnings are 
not medical expenses and 
the premiums paid are not 
deductible, 

Medical expenses should 
be listed on Schedule A 
along with other deductible 
items. This schedule, 
which provides more room 
to list expenses than was 
available before, should be 
attached to the Form 1040, 

Many taxpayers overlook 
the special provision for 
deducting medical insur 
ance premiums and, as a 
result, overpay their in- 
come taxes, Coppinger 
said. 

The handling of medical 
expenses is explained in 
the Form 1040 instructions 
as well as in the IRS Pub- 
lication 502, ‘‘Deduction 
for Medical and Dental Ex- 
penses,’’ available free by 
writing the IRS district of- 
fice,

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The role of cholesterol 
in the development of coro- 
nary heart disease has been 
debated for years, But one 
fact about this wax-like 
substance in the blood has 
been established beyond 
dispute: persons with high 
amounts of cholesterol in 
their blood die of coronary 
attacks ata strikingly high- 
er rate than do those with 
lower amounts, 

Cholesterol is a normal 
and vital constituent of the 
body, It is obtained from 
the foods we eat, and it 
is also manufactured by the 
body. Even if we took in 
no cholesterol or fat atall, 
the body would make all 
the cholesterol it required. 
Foods that promore higher 
blood cholesterol values 
are pork products, fatty 
beef, eggs, and saturated 
dairy products suchas fatty 
cheeses and butter. 

When the concentration 
of cholesterol builds in the 
blood it causes fatty de- 
posits to line the arteries 


and the lethal process of 
hardening of the arteries 
(atherosclerosis) has be- 
gun, 

This means that the mes- 
sages on heart diseases 
must be more frequent and 
more forceful so that the 
well-intentioned but os- 
trich-like average Ameri- 
can will be persuaded that 
heart disease can hit him, 

The guidelines to reduc- 
ing the risk of a heart 
attack remain proper diet, 
moderate exercise, non- 


smoking, and regular 


medical checkups, Sur- 
prisingly, none of the 
guidelines is particularly 
hard to follow.

Proper diet, for in- 
stance, calls for only a 
slight modification of menu 
for most Americans in-

NUMBERED WRONG 


Alabama’s water safety 
patrolmen are seeing 
double these days - double 
sets of boat registration 
numbers that is, 

Conservation Director 
Joe W. Graham said 
Monday patrolmen have ob- 
served many boats being 
operated in violation of the 
boat registration law, 
These boat operators are 
displaying an unauthorized 
registration number on the 
bow of their vessel. 

Water Safety Division 
Chief Tom G, Shackelford 
explained the violation this 
1968, all boats were issued 
new registration numbers; 
any numbers issued before 
that date should have been 
removed from all boats,’’ 

Many boaters have at- 
tached their new registra- 
tion number to their ves- 
sels without first removing 
the old ones, Or they have 
only partially covered the 
old number, leaving the old 
prefix and suffix exposed, 
No part of the old number 
should be visible. Some 
boaters have re-registered 
under the old invalid num- 
ber, This too isa violation, 

Accuracy of the regis- 
tration number is vitally 
important, since it is the 
only external identification 
on a vessel, Another im- 
portant regulation requires 
that a boat’s current reg- 
istration certificate must 
be on board when the vessel 
is in operation,
